Madison, Wis., Aug. 17.— It became 
known here that the industrial com­ 
mission had begun an investigation of 
charges of rate cutting on the part of 
a Wisconsin liability insurance agent. 
The penalty for such a violation of 
law’ is severo and the insurance com­ 
missioner has full authority to revoke 
the license of the insurance company 
and the agent if the charges are up­ 
held.

This provision went into effect 
Aug. I, and within ten days the com­ 
mission received its first complaint.
